10.    When  act  to  take  effect. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
established  by  the  Constitution,  at  or  near  the  Falls  of 
object  of  the  ee-  Saint  Anthony,  shall  be  to  provide  the  means  of  acquiring 
slid  university,  a  thorough  knowlcdgo  of  the  various  branches  of  litera- 
ture, science  and  the  arts,  and  such  branches  of  learning 
as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  includ- 
ing military  tactics,  and  other  scientific  and  classical 
studies.  0 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  University 
of  Minnesota  five  or  more  colleges  or  departments,  that 
To  i)c  divided  is  to  say,  a  department  of  elementary  instruction,  a  col- 
roin/l!^  '^'^^"'*"  '®g®  ^^  science,  literature  and  the  arts,  a  college  of  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts,  including  military  tactics, 
a  college  or  department  of  law,  and  also  a  college  or  de- 
partment of  medicine. 
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Sec.  3.     The  government  of  the  university  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  nine  regents,  of  whom  the  governor  to  be  tovm^d 
of  the  state  and  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruc-  jLu^  wb^ 
tion  shall  be  ex  officio  members,  and  the  seven  remaining  ^^  'SSteJitMm 
members  thereof  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  or  .ervioe-m- 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.     When-  ^cceuon.^ 
ever  a  vacancy  therein  occurs  for  any  cause,  the  same  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner.     Of 
the  regents  thus  appointed  two  shall  be  commissioned  and 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  two  for  two  years,  and 
three  for  three  years.     Their  successors  shall  be  appoint- 
ed  in  like  manner,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  full 
term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Wednesday  of  March 
succeeding  their  appointments,  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified. 

Seo.  4.  The  regents  of  the  university  shall  constitute 
a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  <«  Univer-  ^wI??fboluS 
sity  of  Minnesota  ;'*  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  -^*o"™- 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  make  and  use  a 
common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure.  A  majority 
of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  5.    The  board  of  regents  shall  elect  from  the 
members  of  the  board,  a  president  of  the  board,  secretary  ^SJST*/ ^^mSJ 
and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  dur-  -PrMidtnt  ud 
ing  the  pleasure  of  the  board.     And  the  president  and  u^^wbS^ 
treasurer  each  before  entering  upon  the. duties  of  his  office,  "^^^^ 
shall  execute  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  with  at  least  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  state  of 
Minnesota,  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  and  honest  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office  according  to  law.  .  Which  bonds,  when  so  ap- 
proved shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  6.     The  board  of  regents  shall  have  power  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  enact  by  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  all  its  depart- 
ments, to  elect  a  president  of  the  university,  and  the  re-  Board  to  enaot 
quisite  number  of  professors,  instructors,  officers  and  em- goverament  of  * 
ployees,  and  to  fix  their  salaries,  also  the  term  of  office  ot  offlttc'S^tTSST' 
each,  and  to  determine  the  moral  and  educational  qualifi-  lfiffl,J^to**dS 
cations  of  applicants  tor  admission,  and  in  the  department  Sl!i^fo?ad?" 
of  professors,  instructors  and  other  officers,  and  assistants  miKsion. 
of  the  university,  and  in  prescri6ing  the  studies  and  exer-    . 
cises  thereof,  and  in  all  the  management  and  government 
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thereof,  no  partiality  or  preference  shall  be  shown  to  one 
sect  or  religious  denomination  over  another,  nor  shall 
anything  sectarian  be  taught  therein ;  and  ttie  board  of 
regents  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion, and  prescribe  the  books  and  authorities  to  be  used, 
and  also  to  confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such  diplomas 
as  are  usual  in  universities,  in  their  discretion.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  record  all  the  proceed- 
^rViSS'rw  ings  of  tho  board,  and  carefully  preserve  all  its  books 
dPre«id«it.  and  papers,  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  perform  his 
duties  honestly  and  faithfully  as  such  officer.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  an  exact  and  faithful 
account  of  all  moneys,  bills  receivable  and  evidences  of 
indebtedness,  and  all  securities  and  property,  received  or 
paid  out  by  him,  and  before  entering  upon  bis  duties  he 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  well  and 
faithtully  perform  the  duties  of  treasurer  thereof.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  board ;  and  in  case  of  his  inability  to  preside,  the 
board  may  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  7.  In  addition  to  all  the  rights,  immunities,  fran- 
chises and  endowments  heretofore  granted  or  conferred  to 
SSdSiSi^dii.  or  upon  the  University  of  Minnesota  for  the  endowment, 
^of  nid  support  and  maintenance  thereof,  there  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  inviolably  appropriated  and  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  board  of  regents  thereof,  to  be  drawn  from  the 
state  treasury  upon  the  order  of  the  president,  drawn  upon 
the  state  auditor,  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer  ot  the 
board,  all  the  interest  and  income  of  the  fund  to  be  derived 
from  the  sales  of  all  the  lands  granted  and  to  be  granted 
to  the  state  of  Minnesota,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  congress 
entitled  **  An  act  donating  lands  to  the  several  states  and 
territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  approved  July  2d,  a. 
D.  1862  ;  and  also  all  such  gifts,  grants  and  contributions 
to  the  endowment  thereof,  as  may  be  derived  from  any  and 
all  sources. 

Sec.  8.     And  in  order  to  effect  a  settlement  of  all  re- 
maining indebtedness  of  the  university,  all  the  powers  and 
mement  bo    ^uthoritios  givcu  by  chapter  18,  of  the  laws  of  1864,  en- 
acted.      ^  titled  '*  An  act  relating  to  the  University  of  Minnesota," 
and  chapter  11,  of  the  laws  of  1866,  entitled  <*  An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  relating  to  the  University  of 
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MiDDesota,  approved  March  4, 1864,"  to  the  regents  there- 
in mentioned,  are  hereby  given  to  and  conferred  upon  the 
board  of  regents  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  afore- 
said ;  and  the  said  acts  are  hereby  continued  and  shall  be 
in  force  until  such  outstanding  indebtedness  is  fully  liqui- 
dated. 

Sec.  9.     The  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  regents  un- 
der the  provisions  of  thifi(  act,  shall  be  holden  at  the  uni-  i^toSTbd! 
versity  building,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  March,  1868,  ^STTOdJaSS 
at  which  meeting,  the  ofiicers  of  the  board  shall  be  elected,  i^gt. 
and  the  annual  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  holden  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  December  in  each  and  every  year 
thereafter.     Special  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  called 
and  holden  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  board 
of  regents  shall  determine. 

Sec.  10.     Any  person  or  persons  contributing  a  sum  of 
not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  shall  have  the  privi-  piivuegeof  ti 
lege  of  endowing  a  professorship  in  the  university,  the  ^JSjfpf'^ 
name  and  object  of  which  shall  be  designated  by  the  board 
of  regents. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  board  of  regents  shall  succeed  to 
and  have  the  control  of  the  books,  records,  building,  and  Tohave  oonti 
all  other  property  of  the  university ;  and  the  present  **'  ^*^*"'  *** 
board  of  regents  shall  be  dissolved  immediately  upon  the 
organization  of  the  board  herein  provided  for;  Provided^ 
That  all  contracts  made  and  at  that  time  binding  upon  the 
board  then  dissolved,  shall  be  assumed  and  discharged  by 
their  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  regents 
herein  provided  for,  to  make  arrangements  for  securing  '^*ri5[2J{Jft2 
suitable  lands,  pursuant  to  the  act  ot  congress  above  men-  --^athorixed  \ 
tioned,  m  the  vicinity  of  the  university,  fur  an  experimen- 
tal  farm ;  and  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  to  make  such 
improvements  thereon  as  will  render  the  same  available 
for  experimental  purposes  in  connection  with  the  course 
in  the  agricultural  college  ;  and  for  such  purpose  the  board 
of  regents  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  specified  in  the  act  of  congress  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  13.     On  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  Decem- 
ber in  each  and  every  year,  the  board  of  regents,  through  wbwatoBMk 
their  piesident,  shall  make  a  report  in  detail  to  the  gov-  ii^toeom« 
emor,  showing  the  progress,  condition,  and  wants  of  the 
university,  and  recording  any  improvements  and  experi- 
ments made,  with  their  costs  and  result ;  the  number  of 
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professors  and  students ;  the  amount  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, together  with  the  nature,  costs  and  results  of 
all  important  investigations  and  experiments;  and  such 
other  matters,  including  state  industrial  and  economical 
statistics,  as  may  be  deemed  important  or  useful,  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be   transmitted  to  all  the  other  colleges 
which  shall  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of 
congress,  and  also  one  copy  to  the  secretary  of  the  interior. 
Sec.  14.     The  president  of  the  university  shall  be  pre- 
sident of  the  faculty  and  the  executive  head  of  the  insti-. 
tution  in  all  its  departments.     As  such  officer,  he  shall 
pnridentezeea.  havc  authority  subjcct  to  the  board  of  regents,  to  give 
toititeSon^  ^®  general  direction  to  the  practical  affairs  and  scientific  in- 
EirrTOOTJ^***  vestigations  of  the  university,  and   in  the  recess  of  the 
vhattooontain.  board  of  rcgcuts,  lo  rcmovc  any  employee  or  subordinate 
officer  not  a  member  of  the  faculty,  and  supply,  for  the 
time,  any  yacancies  thus  created ;  and  so  long  as  the  in- 
terests of  the  institution  require  it,  he  shall  be  charged 
with  the  duties  of  one  of  the  professorships ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  university  to  make  to 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  on  or  before  the 
second  Tuesday  of  December  in  each  and  every  year,  a 
report  in  detail,  showing  the  progress  and  condition  of  the 
university,  the  number  of  professors  and  students,  the 
nature,  cost  and  results  of  all   important  investigations 
and  experiments,  and  such  other  matters,  including  indus- 
trial and  economical  statistics  as  he  shall  deem  useful. 
Sec.  15.     Chapter  eighty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun-

The  above  exhibit  shows  that  none  of  our  bonds  are  in 
the  market,  and  that  the  entire  funded  debt  of  the  State 
is  now  held  by  the  Permanent  School  fund,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  sixteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  Minnesota  8  per 
cent,  loan,  for  which  the  funds  cannot  be  provided  betore 
the  spring  collections  come  in. 
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Although  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  last  fiscal  year 
have  exceeded  but  little  those  of  former  years,  the  large 
appropriations  for  charitable  institutions,  our  normal 
school,  etc.,  authorized  by  the  last  Legislature,  made  the 
demands  upon  the  Treasury  unusually  heavy,  and  have 
materially  reduced  the  balance  generally  held  at  this 
time.  It  is  certainly  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the 
State  has  been  enabled  to  endow  so  liberally  our  public 
institutions  without  adding  one  dollar  to  the  funded  debt, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  continue 
this  wise  policy  in  the  future. 

The  present  condition  of  the  treasuiy  however,  admon- 
ishes us  that  only  a  reduction  of  the  large  sums  appropri* 
ated  last  year,  and  the  most  rigid  economy  can  carry  as 
safely  through  the  coming  year  and  enable  us  to  maintain 
our  present  low  rate  of  State  taxation  (five  mills). 

In  order  to  meet  promptly  the  undrawn  balances  of  the 
last  year,  and  the  expenses  of  the  incoming  legislature,  it 
will  also  be  necessary  to  pass  a  law  requiring  County 
Treasurers,  whenever  called  upon  by  the  State  Auditor  and 
Treasurer,  to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  in  their 
hands  due  the  State.  Under  our  present  laws  the  annual 
spring  settlements  are  generally  delayed  until  the  middle 
of  April,  which  is  entirely  too  late  to  meet  the  heavy  re» 
quirements  of  the  Treasury  during  and  at  the  close  of  the 
session  of  the  legislature. 

THE  NEW  STATE  LOAN. 

The  loan  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  authorized  by 
the  last  Legislature,  was  duly  advertised  in  our  local  and 
the  leading  eastern  papers,  and  proposals  invited  at  the 
office  of  Messrs.  P.  N.  Myers  &  Co.,  bankers,  New  York. 
The  new  State    When  the  time  for  the  opening  of  the  bids  arrived^  I  found 
^^-  that  but  one  had  been  received,  viz :  the  bid  made  by  the 

commissioners  of  our  State  School  fund,  who  offered  one- 
fourth  per  cent,  premium  for  the  entire  sum.  The  loan 
was  accordingly  awarded  to  them. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  many,  that  the  bonds 
of  Minnesota,  a  State  young  and  prosperous,  with  ample 
resources  and  very  small  debt,  were  not  eagerly  sought 
for.  It  is  certainly  not  often  that  a  more  sale  and  remu* 
nerative  investment  is  offered  to  capitalists,  than  Minne- 
sota 7  per  cent.  State  bonds.  The  explanation  is  to  be 
found  in  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  so-called  Minnesota 
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Bailroad  bonds,  which  have  accumulated  in  the  eastern 
market^  were  exhibited  and  commented  upon,  whenever 
the  Treasurer  has  had  occasion  to  visit  New  York. 

In  the  past  the  condition  of  the  treasury  and  the  pros- 
tration of  business  and  industry,  consequent  upon  the  cri- 
sis of  1857,  have  furnished  a  good  and  sufficient  excuse 
for  not  recognizing  and  settling  what  may  be  justly  due 
upon  these  bonds.  But  since  our  state  has  entered  upon 
a  career  of  great  prosperily  and  is  rapidly  completing  a 
system  of  railroads,  whose  roadbeds  were  largely  con- 
structed with  the  tery  proceeds  of  these  bonds,  it  would 
seem  that  a  fair  and  honorable  settlement  should  not  be 
longer  delayed.  The  good  name  of  the  state  must  not  be 
allowed  to  suffer  and  the  credit  of  Minnesota  should  at 
least  be  equal  to  her  ability  to  pay.  That  something  is 
dne  upon  these  bonds,  no  one  will  deny.  Is  it  not  then 
the  part  of  prudence,  to  say  nothing  ,of  the  obligations  of 
honor  and  honesty,  to  provide  for  the  slow  but  certain  ex- 
tinguishment of  that  debt,  ere  the  accrued  interest  has 
swollen  it  to  gigantic  proportions  ?  .At  all  events  let  the 
burden  be  lightened  by  preserving  for  this  purpose  the 
five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  due  the  state  for  in- 
ternal improvement. 

THE  BUBBAU  OF  INSUBAKOE. 

Thirty-seven  insurance  companies  were  authorized,  du 
ring  the  last  year,  to  transact  business  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  Minnesota. 

Since  my  last  report,  two  small  local  companies,  located 
at  Bochester  and  Mankato,  have  gone  into  liquidation,  and 
a  number  of  companies  organized  in  the  states  of  Iowa, 
Wisconsin  and  Illinois^  unable  to  comply  with  that  feature  ^^  ^ 

of  our  law  requiring  a  capital  of  $150,000  00  for  foreign  insonnM*!^  ^ 
companies  have  withdrawn  their  agencies,  and  I  am  in- 
formed that  much  difficulty  is  experienced  by  parties  hav- 
ing claims  /igainst  these  corporations  for  losses  sustained, 
in  making  collections.  Indeed,  in  a.  majority  of  cases 
nothing  can  be  recovered.  The  people  must  be  protected 
against  similar  losses  and  the  laws  should  be  at  once 
amended,  so  as  to  prevent  the  organization  of  irresponsi- 
ble home  companies,  and  the  establishment  of  agencies  by 
<<  wild  cat"  corporations  of  other  states.  The  present  law, 
80  far  as  it  relates  to  home  companies,  is  seriously  defec- 
tive.    In  the  first|place  the  amount  of  capital  required 
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$25,000  00,  is  wholly  inadequate ;  $50,000  00  should  be 
the  minimum,  while  $100,000  00  would  be  more  desirable. 
Secondly,  the  capital  should  consist  of  United  States  or 
State  bonds,  worth  par  in  the  money  nuurkets,  and  not  in 
mortgages,  for  it  is  not  only  difficult  for  the  commissioner 
to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  real  value  of  the  mortgaged 
property,  but  the  whole  system  of  real  estate  security  is 
open  to  abuse  and  fraud.  Thirdly,  the  right  of  the  com- 
missioner to  examine  into  and  decide  as  to  the  value  of 
the  securities  and  the  responsibility  of  the  companies 
should  be  more  clearly  defined.  Fourthly,  the  power  of 
visitation  and  examination  of  securities  and  books  in  cases 
of  doubt,  (all  expenses  to  be  borne  by  the  company  inter- 
ested,) should  be  given  to  the  insurance  conmiissiondr. 
When  these  features  shall  have  been  engrafted  upon  our 
/  laws,  I  believe  the  necessary  safeguards  will  be  secured. 
In  view  of  the  organization  of  a  large  number  of  life  and 
accident  insurance  companies,  the  commissioner  respect- 
fully recommends  that  they  also  be  required  to  comply 
with  the  law  in  rendering  annual  statements,  as  is  custo- 
mary in  other  states.

Being  one  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  earnings  of  said 
roads  after  the  completion  of  the  first  thirty  miles  of 
road.  In  my  opinion  this  item  of  revenue,  which  will 
largely  increase  year  after  year,  should  be  better  guarded 
and  controlled.  Under  the  present  laws  the  companies 
report  once  a  year  to  the  treasurer,  who  appears  to  have 
no  power  to  examine  the  correctness  of  their  statements.  1 
would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as 
to  require  a  montiily  report  to  the  State  Auditor,  and  that 
officer  should  be  authorized  to  draw  annually  or  semi-an- 
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nually  for  the  amounts  found  to  be  due  the  State.  The 
State  Auditor  being  the  accounting  officer  of  the  State, 
tiie  examination  oi  these  accounts  woihld  seem  to  belong 
to  his  department,  while  the  treasurer  should  not  be  res- 
ponsible beyond  the  safe  custody  of  the  funds  received. 

In  submitting  the  following  statement  of  wolf  bounties 
paid,  during  the  year,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
some  means  may  be  devised  by  which  a  better  control 
-could  be  effected  and  the  state  be  relieved  from  an  expend- 
iture which  properly  should  be  borne  by  the  counties  in- 
terested.

In  compliance  with  an  act  passed  March  8th,  1867,  the 
remainder  of  the  Minnesota  8  percent,  bonds,  temporarily 
held  by  the  permanent  school  fund  were  transferred  to  the 
sinking  fund,  the  accrued  interest  on  the  same  being  cred- 
ited to  the  general  school  fund  and  charged  to  the  sinking 
fund, -as  provided  by  that  act. 

This  fund  during  the  year  sufficed  to  redeem  and  cancel 
the  whole  of  the  outstanding  Minnesota  ei^ht  per  cent, 
bonds.  There  beini;  no  immediate  need  oi  holding  the 
funds  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  ample  provision  can  be  made 
lor  the  redemption  of  the  War  Loan,  next  maturing,  even 
after  next  year,  the  balance  of  the  fund  was  transferred  to 
the  General  Revenue,  to  be  used  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  State,  as  provided  by  law.  The  Sinking  Fund  still 
holds  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  so-called  Minnesota 
Kailroad  Bonds.

The  decrease  in  the  amount  collected  from  1867  to  1868 
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is  caused  by  the  reduction  of  the  State  tax  from  six  to  five 
per  mille  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  State.     If  the  cameof  ndno- 
same  rate  had  been  fixed  for  1868  as  for  1867,  the  amount  «<>«»  of  state  ur 
would  have  been  $331,  424  33. 

I  would  take  occasion  here  to  remark,  that  if  the  means 
could  be  devised  by  which  the  assessment  of  all  property 
could  be  brought  up  to  its  true  value  in  money,  permitting 
none  to  escape  taxation,  there  would  be  no  doubt  that  a 
tax  of  two  per  mille  would  yield  sufficient  resources  for 
all  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  State  govern- 
ment. With  the  rapid  increase  of  wealth,  even  at  the 
present  very  low  valuation  of  all  property,  a  reduction 
from  five  to  four  per  mille  in  the  State  tax  can  safely  be 
recommended — three  per  mille  to  he  for  general  expendi- 
tures, and  one-half  of  one  per  mille  for  each  the  interest 
and  sinking  funds. 

Extraordinary  expenditures  and  oppressive  taxation,  in 
a  measure  necessitated  and  resulting  from  our  recent 
struggle  for  national  life,  being  one  of  the  greatest  bur- 
dens of  our  present  time,  should  now  be  met  in  a  proper 
spirit.  The  initiation  by  the  Uuited  States  and  State 
governments  of  the  good  work  of  reducing  the  taxes  and 
a  general  retrenchment  in  all  expenditures,  would  have 
the  cei-tain  tendency  of  being  readily  imitated  by  the 
counties  and  towns,  thereby  adding  another  great  induce- 
ment to  those  seeking  homes  and  investments  in  our  State. 
If,  with  her  healthy  climate,  her  productive  soil,  her 
flourishing  schools  and  the  large  and  rapidly  increasing 
school  fund,  her  State  institutions  liberally  endowed,  with 
her  lines  of  railroad  extending  into  every  direction, 
Minnesota,  being  clear  of  debt,  among  her  many  other 
inducements  could  offer  that  of  low  taxation,  no  fears 
would  need  to  be  entertained  for  the  rapid  settlement  and 
prosperous  development  of  our  promising  young  State.

The  whole  amount  of  which  is  held  by  the  permanent 
school  fund.  The  interest  on  the  above,  as  fast  as  it  ac- 
crues, is  credited  the  general  school  fund,  and  appor- 
tioned to  the  counties  twice  a  year,  as  provided  by  law. 

The  above  exhibit  shows  that  none  of  our  bonds  are  in 
the  market,  and  none  are  likely  to  be  thrown  upon  it,  as, 
according  to.  the  constitutional  limit,  but  $50,000  more 
can  be  issued.  If  for  the  completion  of  the  insane  asylum, 
or  for  any  other  purpose,  that  amount  should  be  requited 
to  be  issued,  the  school  fund  would  certainty  be  able  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  current  year,  to  assume  the  whole 
amount. 
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THE  NEW  STATE  LOAN  OF  1868. 

Ill  compliance  with  an  act  passed  March  6th,  1868,  pro- 
Tiding  for  a  State  loan  of  $100,000,  proper  notice  was 
given  in  one  newspaper  at  Saint  Paul,  one  at  Chicago,  ^^^ 
:and  one  at  New  York  in  which  the  loan  was  advertised,  ises. 
and  in  re9ponse,  the  following  proposals  were  received : 

1 .  From  First  National  Bank  at  Saint  Paul  for  the 
whole  amount  of  the  proposed  loan,  at  26  cents  per  $1,000 
premium. 

2.  From  Union  National  Bank  at  Chicago,  for  the 
whole  amount  at  par. 

3.  From  the  State  Auditor  in  behalf  of  the  school  fund 
•of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

For  $25,000  at  1  j  per  cent,  premium. 
For  $25,000  at  IJ  per  cent  premium. 
For  $25,000  at  1  per  cent  premium. 
For  $25,000  at  par. 

Seventy  five  thousind  dollars  of  the  loan  v/as  uocord- 
ingly  awarded  to  the  school  fund,  and  $25,000  to  the 
First  National  Bank  of  St.  Paul,  they  being  the  highest 
bidders  for  the  respective  amounts.  Under  a  previous 
airangement  the  last  $25,000  were  taken  by  the  school 
fund  as  soon  as  it  became  possessed  of  the  requisite  amount 
of  funds.  Having  previous  to  advertising,  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  ascertain  the  state  of  the  money  mar- 
ket, and  receiving  no  encouragement  whatever  for  the 
ready  sale  of  our  bonds  at  a  rate  at  or  above  par,  it  was 
-deemed  best  not  to  incur  unnecessaiy  expenses  in  exten- 
sively  advertising  the  loan,  especially  after  our  unsuc- 
cessful experience  of  the  year  before.  It  was  therefore 
all  the  more  encouraging,  at  the  opening  of  the  proposals, 
to  have  received  three  bona  fide  bids  for  the  whole  amount 
of  the  loan  at  and  above  par,  and  may  be  considered  good 
evidence  that  the  healthy  state  of  our  finances  is  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  have  taken  the  trouble  to  examine 
them. 

WOLF  BOUNTIES. 

In  my  estimates  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
•closed,  prepared  for  the  committee  on  finance  of  the  last 
Legislature,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  inserted 
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for  the  payment  of  bounties  for  the  deatruction  of  wolves. 
The  following  statement  of  bounties  expended  will  show 
that  my  estimate,   then  considered  extravagant  by  some,, 

was  even  below  the  actual  amount  expended,  the  same 
being  $11,331,  as  follows  :

If  the  present  law  is  permitted  to  remain  in  force,  the 
amount  required  for  wolf  bounties  in  1869  will  not  be  less 
than  $25,000 — perhaps  considerably  more,  if  we  may  base  woif  Bonotiet. 
our  estimates  on  the  experience  of  other  States.  This  • 
view  ot  the  case  is  forcibly  illustrated  and,  I  think,  en- 
tirely corroborated  by  the  following  abstract  of  a  commu- 
nication of  the  Hon.  W.  E.  Smith,  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Wisconsin,  who,  among  others,  was  addressed  for  in- 
formation on  the  subject  of  his  State's  experience  in  pay- 
ing these  bounties,  and  who  gave  the  following  very  inter- 
ing  statement  in  response  : 

''  In  1865  a  law  was  enacted  in  this  State  (Wisconsin) 
authorizing  the  payment  of  five  dollars  from  the  State 
treasury  for  each  wolf  killed  within  the  State.  Under 
this  law  was  paid— in  1865,  $490 ;  in  1866,  $3,275.  At 
the  session  of  our  Legislature*  for  1867  the  law  was 
amended,  increasing  the  reward  to  ten  dollars  for  each 
wolf,  wild  cat,  or  lynx.  This  amended  law  took  effect 
April  1st,  1867.  The  amount  paid  for  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1867,  was  $9,225.  From  September  30th, 
1867,  to  January  25th,  1868,  (being  less  than  four  mouths) 
the  amount  paid  was  $16,660.  In  some  portions  of  the 
State  the  people  were  just  learning  of  the  existence  of 
such  a  law,  and  preparations  were  being  made  '  to  push 
things  on  that  line.'  That  being  the  case,  the  ques- 
tion was,  if  the  pa}'^ments  for  bounty  amounted  to 
$5,000  per  month,  what  would  they  probably  amount  to 
when  the  existence  of  the  law  should  be  generally  known. 
The  Legislature  being  in  session  promptly  answered  the 
question  by  repealing  the  law  by  a  nearly  unanimous  vote." 

It  is  my  opinion  that  half  the  amount  which  would  be 
required  under  the  present  law  for  wolf  bounties  prudent- 
22 
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ly  expended  in  promoting  immigt*atiou,  would,  by  settling 
up  the  frontier  counties,  more  effectually  rid  us  of  the 
nuisance  of  wolves  and  other  wild  animals,  than  the  whole 
amount  directly  expended  for  bounties. 

Under  the  circumstances,  being  alarmed  at  the  proba- 
bly very  heavy  expenditures,  I  feel  it  my  duty  earnestly 
to  recommend  a  prompt  repeal  of  the  present  law.  I 
would  suggest,,  however,  that  a  certain  limitation  be 
granted,  beyond  which  the  bounties  will  cease,  giving 
ample  time  to  all  concerned  to  become  acquainted  with 
such  appeal. 

STANDARD    WEIGHTS   AND   MEASURES. 

Section  2  of  chapter  XXI  of  the  General  Statutes, 
stuidtfd  imposes  upon  the  State  Treasurer  the  duty  of  acting  as 
^•*«!??-?^*  sealer  of  weights  aud  measures  for  the  State.  On  enter- 
ing upon  my  term  of  office,  I  found  that  the  original 
standards,  as  provided  by  section  1  of  said  chapter,  had 
never  been  furnished  this  State  by  the  United  States 
Government.  Applications  from  various  counties  for  the 
sealing  of  their  weights  and  measures  being  frequent  and 
pressing,  I  at  once  addressed  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
the  United  States  on  this  subject,  and  in  answer  received 
the  following  communication,  which  will  explain  itself: 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  U.  S.  Weights  and  Measures, 
Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  6,  1868. 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  a  set  of  bal- 
ances, intended  for  the  adjustment  of  standard  weights 
and  capacity  measures,  and  furnished  to  your  State  under 
act  of  Congress,  is  now  ready  for  delivery,  and  would 
respectfully  ask  your  directions  as  to  the  time  and  place 
of  delivery  and  as  to  the  person  who  may  be  duly  author- 
ized by  you  to  receive  it.  The  balances  are  of  three  dif- 
ferent sizes,  for  the  adjustment  of  heavy,  medium  and 
light  weights,  or  of  large,  medium  and  small  capaci- 
ty measures.  The  balance  of  the  largest  size  is  con- 
tained (with  its  appendages)  in  five  boxes,  about  five 
and  a  half  feet  long,  ana  from  about  three  and  a  half 
feet  to  ten  inches  wide,  and  twenty  to  ten  inches  deep. 
It  will  require  a  space  of  about  six  by  eight  feet  to  set  it 
up  properly.     The  balance,  of  the  medium  size,  will  re- 
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quire  a  space  of  six  feet  b}'  six,  and  that  of  the  smallest 
size,  of  three  feet  by  six.  They  should  be  placed  upon  a 
firm  foundation  on  a  ground  floor  or  partition-wall  built 
of  brick  or  other  masonry. 

I  append  a  drawing  of  a  small  building  which  would  beap- 
propriato  for  ihe  preservation  and  use  of  the  standards  of 
weights  and  measures,  which  have  been  or  are  to  be  distrib- 
uted to  your  State,  and  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  such  a  one  may  be  provided  for  these  elaborate  and 
costly  standards.  They  should  at  least  be  preserved  in  a 
fire-proof  building,  and  placed  upon  a  very  firm  floor. 
When  you  are  prepared  to  receive  the  balances  which  are 
now  ready  for  delivery  to  you,  the  assistant  of  weights  and  standard 
measures  will  be  sent  to  set  it  up,  and  explain  its  use  to  ^iSinSJt^ 
the  a^ent  in  whose  charge  you  may  place  it.  It  would  be 
desirable  that  a  scientific  gentleman,  connected  with  some 
institution  of  learning  in  your  state  should  have  the  charge 
of  the  standards  of  weights  and  measures,  and  of  the 
balances,  and  that  they  should  only  be  used  under  his 
direction  for  the  adjustment  or  verification  of  county  or 
other  standards. 

By  an  answer  addressed  to  me  at  this  office,  under 
cover  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  you  will  oblige.

Careful  estimates  have  been  made  for  the  cost  of  con- 
struction of  a  building  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is 
ascertained  that  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars 
will  be  required  for  its  construction  and  other  unavoidable 
expenses  in  transmitting  and  fitting  of  the  standards.  If 
the  Legislature  shall  consider  the  growing  wants  of  the 
counties  for  these  standards  of  enough  importance  to  incur 
that  expenditure,  the  necessary  appropriation  and  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  to  enable  the  State  Treasurer,  if  he 
is  expected  to  act  as  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
to  comply  with  the  above  quoted  sections  of  the  law.  I 
would  suggest,  however,  that  if  the  metrical  system  of 
weights  and  measures,  legalized  by  act  of  congress,  should 
ever  be  uniformly  established  by  the  States,  and  generally 
adopted  by  the  people,  another  set  would  again  have  to 
be  furnished  in  accordance  therewith. 
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BAILBOAD  TAXES. 

The  several  acts  amendatory  to  the  charter  of  the  various 
railroad  companies  passed  during  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature  of  the  year  1865,  provided  that  a  certain  percentage 
of  the  gross  earnings  of  said  roads  should  be  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  in  lieu  of  taxation. 

These  acts  provide  that,  during  the  first  three  years 
after  the  completion  of  the  first  thirty  miles  of  such  rail* 
roads,  such  taxes  should  be  one  per  centum  of  such  gross 
earnings ;  that  during  the  seven  3'ears  next  ensuing,  such 
taxes  should  be  two  per  centum,  and  that  after  the  expira- 
tion of  said  seven  years  such  taxes  should  be  three  per 
centum  of  such  gross  earnings.

From  the  above  exhibit  it  will  be  seen  that  the  one  per 
centum  tax  from  the  first  three  roads  named,  has  been 
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paid  for  three  years,  and  cousequently  will  now  be  in- 
creased to  two  per  centum  upon  the  gross  earnings  of  said 
roads  for  the  year  1868,  which  rate  will  be  paid  for  seven 
years,  when  it  will  again  be  increased  to  three  per  centum. 
It  is  easy  to  estimate  that  this  item  of  revenue  will  be 
largely  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  means  should  be 
devised  by  which  this  probably  very  large  resource  of  the 
State  could  be  better  guarded  and  controlled,  and  a  more 
complete  and  satisfactory  system  of  accounts  with  the  va- 
rious railroad  companies  could  be  secured.  Under  the 
present  law,  the  companies  repoit  once  a  year  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  who  appears  to  have  no  power  to  cxamme  the 
correctuess  of  the  statements  rendered. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  lepeat  the  recommenda- 
tion of  my  esteemed  predecessor  in  office,  in  his  report 
to  the  last  Legislature,  viz :  That  the  various  laws  refer- 
ring to  these  taxes  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  respec- 
tive railroad  companies  to  report  to  the  State  Auditor 
monthly,  an  account  of  their  gross  earnings  for  such 
mouth.  I  would  add  that  such  reports  be  required  to 
contain  an .  itemized  statement  of  such  gross  earnings  as 
to  freight,  passenger,  mail  and  miscellaneous  receipts. 

The  State  Auditor  being  the  accounting  officer  of  the 
State,  should  have  the  power  to  examine  the  correctness 
of  such  reports,  and  be  authorized  to  draw  his  drafts  for 
the  amounts  found  to  be  due  from  the  various  companies. 
Such  drafts  to  be  collected  by  the  State  Treasurer,  who, 
in  his  capacity  as  receiving  and  disbursing  officer  of  the 
State,  should  not  be  held  responsible  beyond  the  prompt 
collection  and  safe  custody  of  the  funds. 

Similar  recommendations  may  be  made  with  reference 
to  the  taxes  collected  from  telegraph  companies,  the  year- 
ly tax  being  at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  mile  for  every 
mile  of  telegraph  in  operation. 

THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Under  the  law  regulating  foreign  and  domestic  insu- 
rance companies,  eighty  companies  rendered  their  state- 
ments, a  table  of  which,  showing  the  essential  points  of 
the  same,  is  hereto  annexed  as  provided  by  law.  A  sim- 
ilar table  was  published  in  July  last,  and  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  public  have  been  greatly  benefited  by  the 
information  contained  therein.  I  am  informed  that  a 
movement  i^  on  foot,  attempted  mainly  by  the  representa- 
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lives  of  weak  insurance  companies,  to  effect  a  repeal  of 
the  present  insurance  law. 

The  people  must  be  protected  from  loss  and  impositions 
of  irresponsible  insurance  companies,  and  if  any  change 
in  the  law  is  made  at  all,  it  should  be  to  render  its  pro*^ 
visions  more  stringent. 

A  very  valuable  improvement  of  the  law  would  be  ta 
add  another  item  to  the  required  statements,  by  which 
companies  would  indicate  (supported  by  proper  evidence,) 
how  much  and  what  kind  of  their  securities  are  deposited 
in  one  of  the  State  Treasuries,  for  the  protection  of  poll* 
cy  holders. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  following  part  of  section 

insiinnMd*-     one  of  Said  law,  containing  the  power  of  attorney  to  ac- 

putment.         ^^^^  service,  and  being  one   of  the   most  important  and 

necessary  parts  of  the  whole  law,  having  been  adopted 

by  the   Legislature,    but  inadvertantly  omitted  from  the 

enrolled  bill,  be  promptly  reinserted  : 

<<  Such  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
Treasurer,  together  with  a  written  agreement  under  the 
seal  of  the  company,  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary thereof,  and  agreeing  on  the  part  of  the  company 
that  service  of  process  in  any  civil  action  against  such 
company  may  be  made  upon  any  agent  of  the  company  ia 
this  State,  and  authorizing  such  agent,  for  and  in  behalf 
of  such  company,  to  admit  such  service  of  process  on  him, 
and  agreeing  that  the  service  of  process  upon  any  agent 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  company  as  if  made 
upon  the  president  or  secretary  thereof." 

Another  suggestion  upon  which  prompt  action  is  re- 
spectfully solicited,  is  to  change  the  time  of  paying  the 
two  per  cent,  tax,  required  to  be  paid  by  insurance  com- 
panies upon  their  gross  receipts,  from  **ou  or  before  the 
first  of  March  of  each  year,"  to  <'the  time  the  certificate 
ot  authority  is  granted"  by  this  oflice.  This  would  at 
once  give  the  necessary  authority  to  collect  said  tax  at  the 
time  it  can  most  readily  and  properly  be  done. 

All  of  which,  with  the  tables  hereto  annexed  and  fol- 
lowing, is  respectfully  submitted.
